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DETAILED ACTION 



1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method for driving a solid state 
image sensor, wherein the solid state image sensor includes a plurality of transfer 
electrodes arranged on the semiconductor substrate each intersecting the plurality of 
chaimel regions, the driving method comprising the steps of: storing information 
charges; transferring the stored information charges; deactivating the plurality of 
transfer electrodes; discharging, after said deactivating operation, the information 
charges in the channel regions toward the semiconductor substrate by keeping the 
plurality of transfer electrodes deactivated and increasing the potential at the 
semiconductor substrate.
